3 The HDRA ultimately visualize oversens Chinese from the US visiting China to 
look for good. business sitentions in which to place funds. Here again the US 
could enter the victure clandestinely and actually become the vurchaser of 
factories all over China through overseas Chinese as front men. 


4, the NDRA will thus becore the regconsible and controlling growp in the con- 
Sinuing sclution of China's primary problem, the deteriorating economic s1tn= 
ation and the failing industrialization. The NORA will have power, because 
4% will have a true base for rower. By the tire the three year period of the 
acalition government set by the Chinese Peenles Consultative Conference comes 
to an end the NDRA hoves ag a maximum to he in nosition te steer China along 
the path of friendshin with the West and resistance to Soviet imperialism: as 
a minimum to keep China from becoming a comvlete Sovies exstellita even if the 
Chinese governvent continuss as a Communist dominated coalition.
